WATERWAY. 

| "Thé committee on rivers and harbors of the 
| house has approved the army engineers’ proposal 
for the construction of the Illinois waterway with 
a flow of 8,250 cubic feet a second from Lake Mich- 
igan. That much water may be withdrawn for 
five years under the provisions of the committee's 
bill, unless a decision of the Supreme court inter- 
venes or congress takes action in the lake level 
controversy. 

Chicago and Dlinois want a diversion of 19,000 
feet and expect to get it eventually. Meanwhile 
we must accept Congressman Hull’s decision to 
follow the engineers’ report, thereby avoiding trou: 
ble when the bill comes before the house as a 
whole. Mr. Hull feared that the entire bill might 
be endangered if it made provision for 10,000 feet. 
Representatives of the eastern and lake states 
have made it plain they are going to oppose the 
withdrawal of even 8,250 feet when the bill is de- 
bated on the floor of the house. The Illinois con- 
gressmen will Be in a stronger position tactically 
if they do not go beyond the recommendation of 
the government's experts. 

Mr. Hull, Mr. Rainey, and Mr. Madden have 
done a great service to the state in getting the 
waterway into the rivers and harbors Dill. The 
work is not yet finished. The bill is not yet passed, 
but it has successfully surmounted its first, and 
perhaps hardest, obstacle. Not the least hopeful 
aspect of the whole matter is the clear indication 
that developed in committee of the nature of the 
opposition. It was expressed by Representative 
Burton of Ohio, who for years was chairman of 
the rivers and harbors committee. He could only 
reiterate his doubt of usefulness of waterways in 
general. 

The farmers and manufacturers of the middle 
west do not share his skepticism. Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, a distinguished engineer, and 
the engineers of the war department are against 
him. Mr. Burton’s opinions regarding waterways 
crystallized at least a decade ago. Since then 
the railway terminals have grown more congested 
and improved methods of river transport have 
been tested out. The pork barrel scheme of in- 
ternal improvement has been largely discarded. 
Isolated waterway improvements, we now know, 
cannot be profitable to any one except the con- 
gressmen who get them for their districts; the 
great waterway system envisaged by Mr. Hoover, 
which will link Chicago and New Orleans with 
Kansas City and Pittsburgh in an unbroken trans 
portation system, cannot fail to be of benefit. 

Mr. Burton’s mind is closed to the new evidence. 
He does not sense the strength of the waterway 
movement nor understand the causes which ac- 
count for its strength. His instinct remains sound 
in one respect, however. He can make the whole 
project fail if he prevents the construction of the 
link leading to Chicago and the great lakes, for 
the Illinois waterway yital to the success of 
the entire system. That fact must De brought 
home to the representatives of all the valley states.

RICKETS AND FOOD. 

ELLANBY, a great British au- 

thority, holds that so far as the 

prevention of rickets is con- 

cerned, it is unimportant whether 
& person eats white bread or whole wheat 
bread. Those who live on whole wheat 
bread are just as much subject to rick- 
ets, be they young or old, children or 
old folk, or in between, if they eat 
whole wheat bread as though they had 
been indulging in the more orthodox ar- 
ticle. 

Among other qualities, whole wheat 
bread contains more lime and phos- 
phorus than white bread, especially the 
white bread made with water rather 
than milk.. But Mellanby’s research 
shows that something more than richness 
in lime or phosphorus, or combination 
of the two, is required. It is not enough 
to have a horse and a troughful of 
water. Something to make the horse 
drink is required. 


oe 


Mellanby investigated the ability of a 


/diet composed almost wholly of cereals 


to cause rickets. From that standpoint, 
oatmeal was Yound to be much the worst 
of the cereals, Then followed, in the 
order named, corn, barley, rice and’ 
wheat. 

Food taken by itself is not a cause of 
rickets, but improper food contributes to 
the development of rickets when the per- 
Son or the animal does not get enough 
sunlight or lives under some other bad 
hygienic condition. As a practical mat- 
ter, improper food is rarely even a con- 
tributing factor of importance. That is 
because practically everybody eats a 
varied diet in which there is a consid- 
erable amount of elements which pro- 
tect against rickets. 

Mellanby asks, “Why is it that in 
Great ‘Britain, where we have so little 
sunlight in winter and where we eat so 
much oatmeal, rickets is not a universal 
disease?” He then answers his own 
question: “It is because the people eat 
good whole milk on their oatmeal.” 


—-o- 


Of all the foods which protect against 
rickets, cod liver oil is the best. It is 
not the only one, however. Most fish 
are good protectors against the disease, 
but the fat fish are greatly to be pre- 


ferred. Whole milk, ess yolk and good 
meat are also up near the top. If then, 
@ ma@n eat some fat, fish, or & piece of 
food meat, or an egg or two for his 
breakfast, he can eat oatmeal with en- 
tire safety, while milk on his oatmeal is 
all to the good, 

Efforts have been made to find out 
just what is the substance in oatmeal 
which makes for rickets. Although it 
is not certain, the probable element is 

a fatty acid. In the tropics the people 
eee a heavy cereal diet, but they are 
protected from rickets by the long hours 
of good sunlight which they get. 

It may be possible before long for the 
people who live where the winter days 
are almost suniless to have their oatmeal 
and other cereals and their milk, meat 
and fish radiated before it is sold. Radi- 
ated foods, honestly treated and honestly 
sold, may yet be found in the market, 
under general market conditions of sale. 
It is the pregnant and nursing women, 
and the actively growing children, that 
needa to watch out for rickets; to eat 
plenty of foods that prevent it and to 
get alen ty of sunlight.

A PROPOSAL FOR TRAFFIC LIGHTS. 

Chicago, April 1.—In your columns of 
March 21 there was an article by Morris 
Levinkind suggesting that there bg @ 


|slight modification in the operation of 


the various “stop and go” signal sys- 
tems throughout the city. He suggested 
that the orange or get ready light should 
not show after the red light, but that 
there should be a direct change from the 
red to the green, showing the orangé 
light after the change from green to 
red, thereby giving the driver who is 
moving a warning that he should ‘;;et 
ready to stop, and withholding the get 
ready signal from the driver who is al- 
ready at a stop.. He had in mind the hu- 
man element of trying to beat the lights 
or else to get the jump on the lights, 
thereby causing drivers from opposite 
directions to come together during this 
orange signal period, and causing acci- 
dents. Probably he has had this expe- 
rience. 

He does not, however, take into consid- 
eration the fact that on a majority of 
the crossings the lights are visible from 
all four directions, and that a driver 
at a complete stop would see the lights 
either at his right or left, and would be 
taking the jump on the getaway in the 
same manner as before. A different 
thought than his comes to my mind, 
and that is this: Operate the lights on 
what I would call a hesitation plan. For 
instance, if there is an interval of six 
seconds for the orange or get ready light 
at a certain crossing, hold back the 
lights facing the other direction for this 
same interval of six seconds. It would 
operate in this manner: On a north and 
south street with the traffic going for- 
ward and the green light on, the orange 
light would flash for a period of six 
seconds, giving all drivers warning to 
get ready to stop. Meanwhile the oppo- 
site lights would still be red. At the ex- 
piration of the six seconds, the north 
and south lights would turn red and the 
east and west ‘lights would turn orange 
for another period of six seconds. Then 
after another six seconds the east and 
west light would turn green, the oppo- 
site lights still being red. This would 
work in the same manner from the cross 
streets ; that is, the street with the green 
lights on Would get the orange signal 
first for a period of six seconds before 


would get it. This would necessitate a 
different timing at every other change of 
traffic, but this is a simple méchanica) 
problem. This system would have the 
additional advantage of giving pedes- 
trians an additional safety period.

CHINA AGAINST 
CHANG, ADVANCES

PEKING, April 5.—Important po- 
litical developments tonight entirely 
change the military situation. Ac- 
cording to well authenticated informa- 
tion, & coalition has been formed be- 
tween the Kuominchun (national 
army) of Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang, Gen. 
wu Pei-fu, Yen Hsi-shan, governor of 
shansi province, and Sun Chuan-fang, 
governor of Kiangsi province, for the 
destruction of the Chihli and Shan- 
armies now besieging Peking. 
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Gen Wu's army Was at Paotingfu, 80 
miles southwest of Peking, today. 

The terms reported agreed to at the 
conference held at Paotingfu are: 
First, Gen, Feng Yu- -hsiang’s retire- 
ment is to become permanent; second, 
the restoration of Tsao-kun to the 
presidency; third, the restoration of 
the Nanking. provincial constitution; 
fourth, the governing cabinet will op- 
erate until the election under the Nan- 
king constitution. 

Under this agreement, Sun Chuan- 
fang will strike Shantung provinee 
from the south, Gen. Wu Pei-fu and 
Yen Hsi- shan will drive against the 
Chihli army from the west, and the 
Kuominchun will attack from the 
north, Under these circumstances Gen. 
Chang Tso-lin is expected to withdraw 
to Manchuria; if not, also turning 
upon the former allies. 

A Kuominchun airplane fiew low 
over Peking just before dusk today 
in an effort to assure the residents 
that further air raids will be com- 
batted. Already a besieging force has 
begun a movement toward Shantung 
because of the pressure there. 

The fourth successive bombir. g& raid 
by airplanes attachéd to the army of 
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Chang Tso-lin took place this forenoon 
in an attempt.to reach Arbor day cele- 
brants, including officials who were 
planting trees in the temple of agricul- 
ture, this being the annual spring holi- 
day. Six of the bombs dropped were 
hits, including one which struck a the- 
ater half a mile south of the legation 
wall. 

The bomber used was a Vickers 
Vimy, the same type employed in Sun- 
day's raid. Friday and Saturday two 
seater Breguets, all purchased from 
Chang-Tso-lin, but operated by the 
Chihli and Shantung armies, were 
used. 

There was further bombing earlier 
this morning by other planes outside 
the south gate, aimed at the Kuomin- 
chin (national army) barracks and 
concentrations. . There was virtually 
no artillery or infantry firing, with 
the lines unchanged from their pre- 
vious positions reported. 

Triple censorship prevents details 
of the new groupings which may re 
sult in a shift of the battle fronts.

The medical fegsion was confronted with the fact that no 
adult weight es had been determined, recognizing individual 
variations and making allowances for the same. 

Dr. Wendell G, Phillips, president-elect of the American Medi- 
cal Association, and Dr. Samuel Brown of the New York Aca- 
demy of Medicine, to whom Mrs. Meloney first appealed, were 
quick to realize the seriousness of the situation and the need for 
prompt and constructive action. On the invitation of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, 22 of the country’s leading specialists 
came to New York and met in the first gathering of scientists 
ever held anywhere in the world for the purpose of studying 
adult normal weight and its relation to health.

His 
accepted indoor mark is 13 feet 11-3 
inches. He cleared 13 feet 8 inches at 
St. Louis recently, but the mark has 
not been made official. 


All-Around Athlete. 


Few Americans realized he was a 
great all-around star until he defeated 
Harold Osborné and Emerson Norton 
in the seven-events contest at the

feating these two leading exponents of 
the American track, Hoff set two 
world’s records, in the pole vault and 
the running broad jump. 

Hoff took a brief workout in the 
Northwestern university gymnasium 
yesterday afternoon trying out a new 
pole.

The quotations from the Iron Trade 
Review are on their face implied admis- 
sions that American business did benefit 
from many of the attacks upon it in the 
Roosevelt period. Such admissions have 
become increasingly frequent in the in- 
dustrial and trade press. 

Many of us, who toted a spear in some 
of the uplift pageantry of a former day, 
have always, thought that business was 
benefited, and that it needed a certain 
amount of corrective irritants at that 
time. We also have suspected that the 
success of customer Ownership and the 
popularity of sales of corporation se- 
curities to employés, @® in part due to 
the popular mentality created by the 
“friends of the people,” who not only 


_ereated an overwhelming impression of 


the wealth, power, and importance of 
the utility properties, thus making the 


‘masses desirous of buying into them, but 


also gave an incentive to the financiers 


to seek friends and to make them part- 


ners.

Business thus owes much to those who 
at one time were not classed as its 
ardent friends. On the other hand, a 
great many politicians and publicists 
contracted a debt in return.
